SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Aug. 3 — While a great na- 


tion bowed reverently in its grief today, the body of 
Warren G. Harding, 29th president of the United States, 
lay in stately simplicity on the topmost floor o*f a great 
hotel, 3,000 miles away from the capital. 


The president died, quietly, easily and with a sud- 


denness that was shocking at 7:30 o'clock Pacific Coast 


i time last night, only a few hours after the physicians 
! who had been hovering over him for days had issued the 


i most favorable news yet of his brief illness.

At about the same hour tonight, 7 :30 p. m. there 


i will start from this far western city a funeral procession 


j across the continent such as the nation has never before 
witnessed; a funeral train bearing the body of a presi- 
dent of the United States across the 3,000 miles of des- 
erts, plains and mountains. 


The immediate cause of the president's shocking 


death was officially announced today to be cerebral apo- 
plexy — a rupture of a blood vessel in the axis of the brain 
near the respiratory center.'

He was half reclining in his bed at the time. A few 


feet from him was Mrs. Harding, reading to him a maga- 
zine article. In the room were two nurses, no one else. 


Suddenly and totally without warning there was a 


slump in the half reclining figure on the bed. A scarcely 
audible noise, something of a moan, yet not a moan, came 
from the president. 


There was a startled exclamation from Mrs. Harding, 


a sudden rush of the nurses to the bedside, then one of i 
them dashed the few feet into the hallway. 


"Dr. Boone! Doctor Boone!" she screamed, calling

FEW days ago I was driving along in the 


country when I saw a man lying by the side 


the road. His face was grimy with the 


dirt of the pavement and, until I felt for his pulse, 
I feared he was dead. 


In this day when every street and highway is 


crowded with automobiles, head injuries due to ac- 
cident are all too common. Struck a body blow by 
a powerful automobile, the injured man is thrown 
to the ground, his head striking the pavement with 
terrific force. 
This is what had happened in the

What are the causes of loss of consciousness from injury? Among 


these are fracture of the skull, concussion of the brain, compression of 
the brain and bleeding into the'' 
brain substance 


Any one of these conditions, even 


the most serious, may exist without 
any maik upon the body or head. 
The brain may be seriously damaged 
without fracture. 
It is unusual for 


fracture of the skull to occur with- 
out more or loss injury to the brain. 


The simplest of the brain injuries 


is concussion. 
And yet concussion 


langcs in severity from a brief loss 
r»f vnlimHry mnvnment lasting but 
a few minutes, to profound uncon- 
sciousness, continuing for hours and 
ending in death. 


When we s=ay that someone was. 


stunned bv a fall and was able to 
go about his affairs in half an hour 
or so. we desciibp a very mild con- 
cussion of the brain 


In concussion the brain has been 


shaken and disturbed. There is no 
damage that the eye can see, even 
in the fatal cases which have been 
examined after death. The breath- 
ing and heart action are weak, ir- 
legulai and rapid 
The skin is cold 


and feels clammy to the touch 
When consciousness returns there 
may be \omitmK and some fexcr. 


If you are called upon to do some- 


thing for a person who is stunned 
or unconscious from 
any sort of 


brain injury, you should first find 
out if there are any marks on the 
body or head. Make sure that the 
injured person hasn't fainted from 
loss of blood. 


Then keep the patient perfectly 


still. Put him to bed in a cool, quiet 
room, or let him lie on the grass in 
a ouiet place. Don't permit talking 
or confusion about him. 


Elevate his head and shoulders 


and. unless his temperature is be- 
low normal, an ice-cap or cold com- 
presses to the head will be useful. 


Do not attempt fo pour v.ater or 


to force food down the threat of an 
unconscious person. 
You may do 
serious haim. 


Leave th° matter of feeding and 


further treatment to the doctor, who 
should be sent for as soon as an 
accident of this sort is discovered.

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In Memoriam 


T AYING aside the heavy burdens that he took 
L/ up with reluctance arid misgivings, Warren 
Gamaliel Harding, twenty-ninth American Presi- 
dent, and well beloved son of Ohio, has paid the 
toll that has been paid with fateful persjstence 
either in office or shortly after retirement by 
practically every President from Washington 
down. 


Today our people of every creed and of all 


•hades of political belief stand in mute contem- 
plation of a common bereavement and as ordi- 
nary citizens of the Republic extend in silence to 
the grief-stricken widow the tender affection 
and sympathy which wells in every heart today. 
Herself an invalid, but withal a brave, compe- 
tent, high-minded woman, may it be given to her 
to hold fast to the noble determination expressed 
in her first words after the realization of her 
•tunning loss:* "I shall not break down." 


With the place which history shall accord 


him, the American people are not concerned to- 
day. Mr. Harding was a kindly, generous, big- 
hearted, sympathetic man. 
He may have escap- 


ed "greatness," but of his own right he possess- 
ed the qualities which endeared him to his fel- 
lawmen. Beyond this the millions of his fellow 
citizens who genuinely regret his taking are not 
concerned. For after all, he was a simple man 
among men, a true friend, a good neighbor, a 
citizen who, however much others differed from 
him in their views of public policy, was an hon- 
est, patriotic gentlemen, passionately fond of his 
country and her historic traditions. 


His prolonged Alaskan tour undoubtedly 


hastened the end. 
It was a physical strain suffi- 


cient to have taxed the vitality of a much young* 
er man. 
It is said that a load of anxiety was 


lifted from the minds of his physicians when he 
returned safely and in apparent good health to 
continental United States. That hjs strength was 
not sufficient to carry him back to Washington, 
or, better yet, to his beloved home in Marion, is 
regrettable. But the decrees of fate were other- 
wise and he at least had the satisfaction of 
reaching the end as he would have wished, in 
the harness and doing each day and in his own 
way the tasks which his high office imposed. 


It would seem that the American people 


have had sufficient warning from the past to 
perform an act of simple justice that our wisest 
counsellors from the beginning have admonished 
them, in simple justice to the incumbents of this 
great office to do, namely to extend the presi- 
dential term to six, seven, or even eight years 
and by constitutional amendment limit the offi- 
cial tenure of the President to one term. There 
u to our knowledge not one valid reason against 
this change, while its practicality and feasibility 
are urged by numerous reasons commonly 'known 
to us all. 


The fact is notorious that our existing plan 


of presidential tenure condemns the man the 
people have elected to the presidency for four 
years to spend the major portion of that time in 
listening to the petty tales of impecunious office 
seekers; to spend countless valuable hours in 
consultation with two-by-four politicians on mat- 
ters of no possible consequence to the nation at 
large; to compromise with all the varying politi- 
cal winds that blow in order to qualify for a sec- 
ond term; to pursue a course of opportunism 
and expediency in his relations with the legisla- 
tive branches; and, in short to sacrifice about 
all the high ideals with which he went into of- 
fice largely because of the drudgery and impor- 
tunities which must ever come with an office 
whose incumbent "we the people" have decreed 
shall not exercise whatever of statesmanlike 
qualities he may possess, but whom we compel 
from the hour we induct him into office, to listen 
to our childish quarrels about third-rate post- 
masterships and puerile jobs as Consuls to for* 
eign cities of which most 'of us have never heard. 


There is no more senseless tradition calling 


itself American than that of "a second term" 
for our presidents. Better one good term, un- 
hampered by fear of defeat; unmarrcd by the 
petty complainings of alleged friends; uncom- 
promised by questions of mere political expedi- 
ency and immeasurably strengthened by the thot 
that nothing but service to the whole people 
shall count and that not all the politicians in 
America could swerve him from the right way 
into the dangerous paths of political opportun- 
ism, should be the heritage of every American 
President as he crosses the threshold of the 
White House, 


There is no doubt but that thr mid-term 


elections disturbed the mind of President Hard- 
ing. 
While his party came thru the congres- 


sional contest of 1922 a winner, it was plainly 
indicated then that the tide was turning, not 
necessarily toward the opposite major party, but 
away from those policies upon which the Presi- 
dent had set his heart. Still later state and sen- 
atorial elections confirmed the marked tendency 
of this political backwash. At the very outset of 
his all-fa{ed Alaskan trip a heavy blow was dealt 
his party in the rock-ribbed RepjbHcr.n state of 
Minnesota. 


To a man of tno sincerity and honesty of 


conviction of Prcr.Sdcrt HirdinR these events 
were more than disturbing. 
They inflicted a 


mental depression that we no'v know produced a 
profound effect en hii physical stamina.

Discontent at

*ome presidential duties a load which few men 
could bear without bowing to the point of break- 
ing. 
From the first rumor connecting his name 


with a presidential nomination, to the day of his 
election, Mr. Harding, with characteristic and 
unaffected modesty, expressed doubt as to his 
fitness for the Herculean task. 


And in this mental attitude lay the saving 


grace which sustained him thru the past two and 
a half arduous years. 
With a whimsical, half 


pathetic disclaimer of any claims to "statesman- 
ship," Warren G. Harding went about his thank- 
less duties with infinite patience and a sense of 
humor that endeared him to his political foes as 
well as his own partisans. 


For him the hour has struck. 
For him Fate 


held forth a cup in which the bitter and the 
sweet were mixed and commanded that he 
drink. At least in the quiet sepulcher in his be- 
loved Marion he will find the rest that he like 
so many before him in the exalted presidential 
office sought in vain. 
May hia faults be forgot- 


ten and his memory kept perpetually green 
among a people he sought with sincerity and un- 
selfishness to serve.
